-unto the Author of Prophecy, The King of Kings, and Lord of Lords. | 

The Credentials I Lay before this Auguſt Preſence is; The Teſtimony Rv©'- 15+ 

of Jeſus concerning Thwgs yet to Come to Paſs, however Receiy'd, is oy 
the Spirit of Prophecy. 
' The Angel, whoſe words theſe are, was the Primicr Miniſter of 
Prophecy from Chriſt, to the Apocalyptical Apoſtle Join; John would 
therefore have Worſhippd Him; He Refusd it upon this Account, 
belide ocher Grear ones; 'T he Teſtimony of Chriſt in Prophecy, Recciv'd 
by ZFobn, gave John an cqual Charadter in the main with Himſelf, 
the Angel: Becauſe the Principal Charafter in Frophecy is the Teſlimony 
of Jeſus inany Point of Prophecy. A Even 
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Even ſo, whoſoever are Guided by God into the True Senſe of 
Scripture Prophecy arc therefore, and ſo far as I hey have indeed the 
Mind of Chriſt in his Teſtimony, Equal, even with the Apoſtle, and with 
the Angel in the Spirit of Prophecy; Secing the Teſtimeny, and not the 
Miniſtery of the Teſtimony, is the Spirit of Prophecy; that is, not only 
of the Supreme, but of the Alone Authority ; and All the Miniſters 
in that T7 ftimon; are Brethren and Fellow Servants. 

Now that God hath been pleas'd off his own Free Grace and Plea- 


ſure, and becauſe ſo hath it Seemed Good in his Sight to vouchſate ro 


me, I Humbly, and Heartily Acknowledge to the Shame, and Con- 
fuſton of my Face (before ſo AwtulSupremePowers onEarth), the Chiefeſt 
of Sinners; He hath been pleasd on the moſt Earneſt, and Conſtant 
Attendances upon the Propheſies of his Word for theſe Seven Years laſt 
paſt, by Meditation and Prayer, and by es types of the Grander, 
and moſt Indubitable Revolutions of the World, to vouchlafe ro me 
a Clear and Conſiſtent Table of Prophetical Scripture, tn Analogy to all 
Scripture, and to which Thoſe Revolutions have Anſwer'd, even as Face

although I preſs forward yer with all my Might. 


I have thercfore made ſeveral > ang in publick to All the Learn- 
ory, to ſhew the Inconſiſtences of 


ed in Scripture, in Chronology, in Hi 
the Scheme in Any part, and have net yet Found Any, either ſo con- 
c:rn'd for ſome Injur'd Truth in any of Thoſe Difcourles, ( belides 
the Charity due from Chriſtians to Any one in Error ) or for their 
own particular Sentiments, that would undertake to convince it of 
Abſurdity ; Although in the late Reign, One particular Printed 
Writing, des on that Scheme, Immediately directed againſt 
the Roman Communion, Entitled, The Call of God cut of Bab; lon was of fo 
Pablick a notice, as that ſome Books were feiz'd from my own Hand 


by the then Officers of the Preſs, and as they faid, ro be carricd to. 


the Councel;, And although Ihave prefertcd ſome Parts of Them to 
the Biſhops: Particularly, One call'd The Refermation to be R:form'd, 
Ard [ till Place my ſelf ar the ſame Judgment Sear. 

My Second Credential is, T hat of the Prophet Jeremah; When the 
Word ef the Prophet is Come to paſs, Then ſhall it. be knoxn, that the Lord. 
bath ſeat Him. 1 therefore Appeal to Three Greac Events, wherein 
Providence hath Set to its Seal, that I have Truly Judged according to 
Grounds of Prophecy. wo 

1. That I have Freely, and as Publickly as I could, declard, 
that when All Things ſeem'd to be moying towards it, Ir would be 
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wholly Impoffible to Re-Inſflave thefe Nations, which were by the 
Reformation, ſach an Eminent Appearance of Chriſt from Heavey, 
Reſcued from the Papal Tyranny ; And 1 thought it my Duty to pray 
as publickly as I had opportunity, for the Converſion of that our then 
Prince, as being Afur'd, He muſt elſe by Death, or ſome mighty 
Hand ( as it Fell out) be Removed from the Government within a 


ſhort Time; His Adminiſtration being Intollerable ro Prophecy, in 


the meaſures which He was ſo Reſolv'd to rake; And in the v 
_— before his Removal, the Epiſtle to the Reader in that Forement:- 
iſcourſe, the Caf out of Babylon, I thus concluded; And as for All 
Ambidexters Two Handed Achilophelians or Zudaſſes, who think to find . 
it in their Account. to be on both ſides; as They arc naw the privare ' 


| Scorn and Deſpiſal of the Age, ſo in Future Records, and notlong 


hence, They will ſtand as Pars of Salt , which how ſoon after, it 
cameto paſs in ſome very Remarkable Perſons, we All know, and

2. The Second Event is, What the Nation hath made Publick 
Acknowledgment of in a Sollemn Thanksgiving. This Summers 
F:pedition into Ireland of a Sovereign, Eſtabliſhed not only by Cizal San- 
&ion, but by Prophecy on the Throne of the Former Prince Remoy'd, 

Now as to this Expedition by a Memorial prefented juſt before ir 
and I Hope ſtill in many Honourable Hands of Thoſe, tro whom 
moſt Humbly preſent this, It was accordin $70 Prophecy predied. 

I. That the King's Perſonal Preſence with his Army in Ireland ſhould - 
be for his Honour : And in Anſwer to this, It may very well be * 
call'd into doubr, whether ever any Prince or General Acquired 
Greater Glory, according tothe Laws of Warlike Glory upon his own + 
Perſcnal Fortitude : Bur Prophecy teaches us to Aſcribe that Glory whol- 


: Iy to God, asthe Supreme Man of War, ( as Moſes ſtyies Him) inthat 


Action; and to Reſerve only the Reflexion, which is indeed Greateſt 
Honour, to the King, whom God Commanded not to Fear. 

2. It was predifted, That God would make it Appear, He had 
Commanded Him, and would by no means Forſake Him, but would be 
with Him, as in his Coming into Enzland, and would Return Him with

p =" ic hath come to paſs, The King is Return'd with the So- 
lemn Thanksaimug of the Nation to God, and univerſal Acclamations to 
Himſelf; And if any are otherwiſe minded, They are, as in a de- 
recs Silent in Darkneſs; For God hath been pleaſed ro paſs the 

ing ſafe, as through a thick Wood of Deaths, to Cover Hz Head as 
by Miracle in the Day of Batile; So to Poize the lotion of that Meſ- 
ſenger of Death, That it came fo _ as ir were to_ Tell _ 
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and” All that Heard of it; It could Go ſo far, and no farther, 

And as to the Succeſs of the Expedition, It is ſuch, as that the- 
Principal City, and therewith the Supreme Civil Power was immediately, 
and ſo continues de Faffo veſted in the King. And as a Seal of it ;; 
the Former Prince God Remov'd from that Natron, cyen -as from 
this, to declare Him the Second Time, Intolerable to Prophecy ; And as to 
the delay of a perfe&t Conqueſt over the Triſh, though Ireland be in 
a daily Motion of Self Reſtitution under the Freeſt and Fulleſt Prote- 
ſtant Government ſince the Reformation, Yer It is to be conſidered as un- 
der another Poſition of Prophecy, then England, or Scotland, ( the Na- 
tives having been ſo devoted always to the Papacy ) until nearer the 
Great Revolution, the Kingdom of Chriſt in Succeſſion ar 97. that ir 
will be in a leſs entire Sertlement. | 

3. It was Afirm'd according to Prophecy ; That God would Secure 
the King's Intereſts in this Nation during his Abſence; And How 
even to Amazement was this done in the moſt Peaceable, and even 
moſt Screne Adminiſtration of the Supreme Government by the Queen ! 
and in ſending that Enemy upon the Coaſts back again, even after 
ſome Sacceſs, and Infolencies of Appearance, without effe& in the 
main! andnotwithſtanding a deſign lay'd ſo ſure, that it was thought 
Impoſhble by the Deligners, ( as ſome expreſsd Themſelyes, ) 
without Miracle, The Government fhould not Revolye on King 
James. And'in all this I have often declar'd, God working for 
His own Names ſake, that is, for the Kingdom of Chriſt's ſake, would paſs 
over the mighty Provocatians of the Nation, as is well known to us, 
He hath done, in all, He hath doze for vs. 

3: A Third Great Event, which gives me Aſſurance; God hath 
vouchſafed me a I rue Jud ment in Prophecy, is; T hat in the Begin- 
ning of the Summer in 87. When cheTurkiſh Aﬀairs gave ſuch a Pro- 
ſock of the Ruin of that Empire; and as I cxpreſsd ir, the Turkiſh 
Fall ſeem'd to be on the Wing, yetI did with all Freedom, and yer with 
due Modeſty in Honour to the Chriftian Name, Declare, and: Pub- 
tiſh, asis yet to be ſen; Thar Thar Ruin or Fall could nor be, till 
the Tenth, or Ten King'd Supremacy of the Great City of Rome ſhould 
fall; that the Turki/h Woe might paſs away ſo, as that the Antichriſti- 
an Apoſtafie, on which it was, and isa Judgmenr, might be firſt ſo 
Animadverted upon by God, that the Sinful Jemeritorious Cauſe, and 
the 7udicial Effeff might paſs off rogether. 

Now how ftrangcly that Turkijh State hath been Repriev'd from 
Ruin, notwithſtan4ing the fo many Stupen.tious Imperial Vidtories, 
and its Inteſtine Confulions; and how God hath given it the dread- 
fal Face ofa Woe again, is worthy the Conlideration of All that 
Bear the Name of Chriſtians, whether Roman or Reform'd. And = 
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the Forty Two Menths granted to the Beaf? ſhall be at an End, v2, 97. 
Irs Conſtantinoplitan PORT ſhall not be DE-PORTED ; Although this 
Juſt now Re-Appearance of that Mahometan Force as a Woe, and 
with Terror is very contrary to the declared Judgment of an Afpoca- 
lyptic Interpreter of our own Nation, ſo Venerable, and ſ@ Learned, 
that I defer every I hing to Him, but only this; That in many yc- 
ry Great Points, He hath miſt the Truc Key of that Prophecy. 

Now ſecing in All Great Predi&@ions ( againſt which there are 
Confident Prejudices, that They ft all not come to pals ) Thoſe pre-

But 1 look upon the Church of Thyatyra, as the Emblem of thoſe 
Churches of the Proteſtation, that lye in the Bowels of Princes who yer 
own Antichriftian Rome ;, of which there is none ſo eminent, and con- 
ſpicuous, as'the French Proteſtant Churches, either for the Greatneſs of 
'their Body, or for thcir Former Vindications of Themſelves, or for 
their Grea: Sufferings, with whom the Paudozs are Allyed ; Now it 
is ſaid, Their La# Works ſhall be Greater then their Firſt, and as their 
Sufferings, ſo ſhall Their Vindication be; and They ſhall ſee the 
Firſt Riting of the Morning Star to the Day of the Kingdom of Chriſt in 
Saucccſhon, trom whence I conclude ; Their Deliverance is ver: near, 
and They ſhall Break their Papal Oppreſlors, as with a Rod of Tron in 


their La# Horks. 


3. Sccing there is an Extraordinary Concurrence of Gracious Sig- 
natures of Gcd upon our preſent Soveraign, There is Great Hope 
God will ſtir Him up to Appear at this Time in ſo Honourable a 
Service, as Scripture ſtyles it, as of Helping the Lord againſt Thoſe . 
Mighties, And if God be picasd to {tir Him up, He will undoubred y 
Appear with Him ; For 1 am Bold in our God to ſay, I ſhall not be 
=." ak in our King, as to ſom: Extraordinary Scrvice God hath to 
do by Him, the Time being fo near; although Mr. Mede of a moſt 
Honourable Memory for his Apocalyptic Key, was in that ever Noble Guſtas | 
2s Adolphus, the time being then to mica further off; and that on 
theſe Great Reaſons. 

I. ThatHe is the ThirdDeicendent of that Great Prince of Orange,by 
whom God was pleagd in the United Previnces to propagate the Pre- 
teſtancy, and to give that Curbe to the graſp of that nc after the. 
Univerſal Minarchy; And becauſe He Fell a Merty in it, and Re- 
cely'd noRecompence from the Bounty of God, Equal, after the Ge- 
neral Eſlimate of Provudence, to that Service, I doubr not God hath Re- 
ſery'd it for his Poſterity, and for the Prince that He hath Raigd ar 
this Time to be ſo Serviccable to the Proteſtant Religion, and Inſpird 
with ſo much Zeal and Courage for it. 

2. Our King, as Prince of Orange, but now under Greater ſtyles, 
15 One of the Princes, and Nobles of France, that as the Firi# I/orks 
of thoſe Churches were principally by Princes, and Nobics proceed- 
2ng of Themſelves; In the ſame manner ſhall their Laſt Greater _—_ 
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be done ; In which Regard, our King Appears an Inſtrument fitted 
by God, asa Prince and Noble proceeding trom Themfelves. 

\ 3. God made Erglanda Help, and a Succour by Queen Elizabeth 
to thoſe Aﬀiidted Churches, though ſtill the Greateſt Efles were trom 
Themſelves; ſolt is to be both Hoped, and Prayed, that as their Re- 
fugees have by a Superior Previdence working for them, Found eyen 
in the Former Reign, however of contrary Sentiments, Santuary 
here; So much more Vigorous, and Potent ſhall their Afﬀfiſtances be 
under not only a Proteſtant Prince, but of ſo Eminent Love to, and 
Zeal for theProteſtant Religion; As Already there are GreatEvidences of

cy; T har God will in an Extraordinary manner be prefent with the 
_ King, it He calls Him to Greater Services tor His own Approaching 

Kingdom, as It is mcſt Earneſtly-to be pray d He may, His Honour - 
and His Safety being therein Complicated ; and-rhar thoſe in High- 
eſt Stations in the Church of England may know ; The State of it, and * 
their preſent manner of Stare in it hath bur few Years more of du- + 
ration, and that the Great Senate of this Nation may by underſtand- - 
ing the Times, and the Signs of Them, know what They ought -to do, a+ 
Reyolution ſo Grear, indeed being fo near as g7,. « 
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"My moſt Humble Petition therefore is, That if to the moſt Dread 
Eoveraigns, and tothe High Court of Parliament, it ſhall not be made 
ro Appear; T hat whar heck been publickly offer'd as a Table of Scrip- 
ture ri and its Calendar of Time, is upon Foundations, ci- 
ther Inconliſtent with Themſelves, or ContradiCtory to Scripture,

7. It ought to be well pondered, that at this very Time, All 
Princes and States, who yet Grve their Kingdom to the BeaF?, are there- 
in, as yet in a State of War with the Lamb, that is with Jeſus Chrif, 
now about to Reprize wholly, and perfſc&ly his Kingdom from that - 
Antichri$, 

Now fſecing the Main Cauſe of Diſpute at this Time betwixt 
this Nation and France, is a Prateſtant Government, and indeed the 
Preteſtant Religion in general in the World ; Whether the Lamb will 
Accept the Service of T hem, who arc in Afual War, is much to be 
doubted , cſ{pecially, when He hath been, and is ſtill giving ſuch 
mighty Demonſtrations of his Preſence with us, and of his Arm 
made Bare in this very Proteſtant Cauſe; Ir may be very dangerous 
to oycz-yalue the Arm of Fleſh in ſuch a Confederacy. In this Cate we 
ſhouid .

2. The Succeſs that hath hitherto Attended this Confederacy, is not : | 
ſuch as to give any Hopes, God will manifeſt Himſelf with it; He : | 
hath ſufferd all the Motions of it to be Clogg'd, and Heavy, to :

hePrincipels in it, are not yet Inſtruments fitted for his Service in 
the Proſecution of that Intereſt, He is now purſuing in the World, 
and ſo particularly in theſe Natzons.

( as It may be call'dz but is indeed in the Greater parts of it Antichri- 
ſtendom ) is by Prophecy determined into Ten, or a Multiplicity of :

Laftly, Alchough the uſual manner of God Introducing his grear 
Delwwerances by very dark Prefaces, would much perſwade it; Yer as 
Jam meſt Aﬀired, the main Senſe ( asI have already publiſhed ) 
of the Three Days and a Half, Intendsa much Longer Time, even the 
whole Deep Time of the Antichriſtian Reign, parallel to the Lying of 
Ehrift in the Grave, fo there are great Conliderations that afſure me, 
"There cannot be ſo much as an Epitome, or Compendious Slaying of 
the Witneſes, or ſo dark a State upon Preteſtancy yet to come.
